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DUNGARVEN DIVERTER PILOT 


DIVERTER GOALS 


We proposed the diverter to address 
community-noted issues: 
- Wrong-way driving on Washington Street 
- Drivers cutting through Hatoff’s driveways 
- Wrong-way driving on Williams Street 


- Visibility issues at intersection of 
Dungarven /Kenton 


- Volume of vehicular traffic on Kenton Road 





DIVERTER CONCERNS 


Before piloting the diverter, we heard concerns from the 
community: 


> 


Unnecessary diversion of traffic to already-busy 
Washington St or to Williams St 


Diverter would “privatize” some streets, create a 
gated community 


Inconvenient re-routing for people who live in 
10 Yom aloyred ploxeyuslereye! 


Aesthetically unpleasant 


Impacts to snow plowing, trash pick-up, and 
emergency access 





WE HAD A ROCKY START 


New-to-us materials had a longer lead time 
for procurement 


Crews were challenging to schedule 


Flyered homes in immediate neighborhood 
— but just one day before installation 


First week confusion, frustration, and 
PYalebialeyerclmuacinelemesemerclaurlere| 


Slow uptake in Waze, Google, etc. 





DIVERTER RESULTS 


¢ Significant reduction in total vehicles on 
Kenton and in speeding vehicles 

¢ No diversion to other streets in zone 
(e.g., to Williams) 


¢ Mostly positive feedback following 
acclimation
